DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
when combined teaches a trackball device located in a vehicle comprising: 

a sphere including magnetic material, multiple supports for the sphere, a rotation 
detector, a controller, and additionally an informer including an electromagnet such that 
the sphere is located within a magnetic flux circuit. 

The prior art neither alone nor in a proper combination teaches that in addition to 
the above limitations that the three supporting members are non-rotatable and that the 
rotation detector is provided separately from the supports. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
